But in Hurope the position 

of this company was different, since they were 
not producora at present within any territory 

available for Europoon trade. They had anti- 

cipated that, with thelong contract made by them 
with the Guffey Company, ample employment 
would have, beon found for the company’s 
steamers und for such installations as they had 
erected for oil on the basts of that contract, but 
the Guffey Company found, themselves unable 
te carry it out. and ‘they wore not disposed, in 
vior of tho great riske involved in acting as 
mei _asnts, to corry on this business for thoir 
own account. They had therefora allied them- 
selves with the Doutsche Bank, who woro large 
producers of Rowmanian oil, which would be, 
consigned to the Petrolenam Producte Action 
Gesellschaft upon a basis of fair remuneration 
to’ the stoainors and installations omployed, and 
the lines were so laid that other suppliers might 


be taken into tha organization. A vary large |. 


capital was required for such a distribnting 
organization and for the necessary steamers in 
connexion with it, and provided foir terms were 
thus arranged, it was an ideal combination, 
since producers required all their capital to 
develop their’ fidds'and works. Tho present 
position in the Enropean. trade was most 
deplorable. ‘For soma months pricespar- 
ticularly in’ Great Britain—had been ‘on a' 
level which left appalling losses ‘to those 
concerned in the oil trade; and competi- 
‘tion, especially among the Russian pro- 
ducers, had been carried to the verge of 
insanity. ‘The fall in' prices had been greatly 
necontuated by the action of the English branch 
of the Standard Oil Company. He hoped that 
the very severity of the “ war" would induce 
some agreement among the parties to conduct 
business upon more sqnsible lines: ‘The direc- 
tors bed met: the wishes of the shareholders in 
dividiog the expenditure. for the year.1903, and 
ine giving in. separate items fhe cost of now 
steamers as distinguished from the expenditure 
upon installations They hoped in their next: 
balance-sheot to give figures separately, Monn-
